A lleged Confession Denied by Dreyfus. 


B e sse s France, Sept. I.—Captain 
Dr yl'us gave way to his feelings and 
found relief in tears, at his trial by 
courtm artial, as Major Forzinetti told 
the story of Dreyfus’ struggle with the 
m addening temptation to take his life 
aud the intervention of his wife, as an 
angel, pointing out th© road of duty. 
The prisoner’s breast heaved with emo­ 
tion and teardrops trickled down his 
cheeks. 
He rose and after a forced 
effort to remain calm, as he spoke a 
few words concerning his denial to 
Colonel Du Patv de Clam that lie wrote 
the bordereau, he turned to Forzinetti 
with a look of thanks for his consolation 


bo needed. 
Dreyfus then uttered these 
words ut heartfelt gratitude to his wife 
for the courage with which she in­ 
spired him: 
“it is due to her,” he cried, “ that I 
ain alive today.” 
During the proceedings Lieutenant 
Colonel Brouguiart asked Colonel Guerin 
ii lie thought M. Weil, who is a friend 
of Esterhazy, also knew Dreyfus.

A prominent citizen today in speak­ 
ing of the garbage question said : 
“ Council should do a little investigat­ 
ing before they award the contract for 
disposing of the garbage to a private 
corporation. 
“ The franchise is too valuable a one to 
be given away by the city, and if there 
is 
a 
furnace 
bailt 
the 
city 
should 
follow 
the 
example 
of 
McKeesport. 
Youngstown, 
Martin's 
Ferry and a number of other cities and 
have their own furnace. Canton is in the 
same fix as East Liverpool bat the coun­ 
cil of that city didn’t for a moment 
think of awarding the franchise to a 
private corporation but are now makiug 
arrangements to build their own fur­ 
nace. 
“ In Youngstown and McKeesport the 
Dixon system is in ase and has been 
highly successful aud the furnaces are 
almost self sustaining as all the expense 
attached to operate them is the coal and 
one man at the furnace. 
The furnaces 
can be built for not more than $4,000 
and it can be readily seen that it is a 
paying investm ent to a private corpora­ 
tion. 
If the council w ill 
take the 
trouble to secure statistics from cities 
operating their own furnaces they w ill 
readily find oat why it is the head man 
of the Sanitary Redaction company is 
so anxious to get a contract that he will 
resign his position as clerk of the board 
! of health in order that he may do busi- 
; ness w ith council. 
“ Another feature to be deplored in a 
private company is that if the service 
is not good the city is compelled to griu 
' and bear, while if the city owns the 
furnace it will be placed iii care of the 
hoard of health, aud if they don’t do 


I their duty well the council can at any 
time remove the board. 
The garbage is 
i hauled to the city furnaces by private 
I haulers, and the health officers or sani- 
! tary policeman can at an y tim e compel 
citizens to have the garbage taken to 
! the furnace. 
“ T he council should not go at this 
m atter blind and the ordinance when it 
reaches its third reading should be laid 
I over as the day for giving aw ay vain- 
I able franchises like this one has passed. 
1 The only practical way to get rid of the | 
garbage is for the city to advertise for 
bids for building the furnace and to take ! 
the m atter in their own hands. 
“ Another feature of the city owning 
the furnace is the fact that it will 
I 
cost the taxpayers near as much in the 
long run to build a furnace as it will to 
pay the rates charged by a private con­ 
cern. 
Make a thorough investigation, 
members of council, and we are sure you 
will never aw ard a franchise to the 
Sanitary Reduction com pany or any 
other private concern. 
The board o f ’ 
health disposed of the m atter in a hurry j 
a'nd failed to look into the affair or they 
would never have recommended such a 
contract.”

Denver recently from the fossil fields1 
a t Aurora, VVy. Professor Osborne is 
In charge of the work at that place 
which is being carried on under the 
direction of the American Museum of 
Natural History, says the Denver Re­ 
publican. 
“This is our eighth season at the 
work,” he said the other afternoon, 
“aud it lias beeu our best. We have 
discovered 
many 
valuable skeletons 
and a large quantity of miscellaneous 
bones. We are In search chiefly of 
dinosaur fossil remains, and the quar­ 
ries in which we have been working 
have proved rich in ju st the specimens 
th at we sought. Two years ago we 
began work in digging out a large 
skeleton, which turned out to be half 
complete. It was about 70 feet long. 
This year we have completed the ex­ 
cavation of a skeleton which lacks but 
little of being absolutely perfect. 
The 
head, some of the vertebrae of the 
neck aud one or two bones of the fore 
limbs are missing. By comparison of 
the femurs of both skeletons we have 
proved that the animals were of the 
same size. We will be able to combine 
both and then will have a fossil skel­ 
eton complete, except the head and 
seven of the vertebrae. The most re­ 
cent discovery in our quarries was a 
small head of a dinosaur. Unfortu­ 
nately it belongs to ail animal much 
smaller than those whose skeletons we 
have just found. 
“The head is interesting ou account 
of its small proportions. It is barely is 
inches long aud a foot wide. 
When 
you remember that the body to which 
it belonged was 50 feet long, at least, 
and almost as high, .iou get an idea of 
Ila* snakelike smallness of the head. 
The problem that it presents is how 
(lid the animal get its food in sufficient 
quantities to support such an immense 
frame? 
No 
animal that chewed its 
food could possibly nourish itself with 
such a small mouth. Tile few teeth 
mid 
tin' 
unworn condition of them 
prove that Hit* animal did not chew. 
It is probable that it lived on extreme­ 
ly soft and nourishing water plants 
which it rooted out with its spadelike 
head and swallowed whole. 
“Our quarries in Aurora have fur­ 
nished an immense number of speci­ 
mens, not only of tin* dinosaurs, but 
also of antediluvian turtles aud alli­ 
gators. We find that the particular dis­ 
trict in which we are working now is 
becoming exhausted, aud part of the 
work w hich I outlined for our men for 
the rest of the season is iii the nature 
of prospecting. The whole of Wyoming, 
we are convinced, is rich iii just such 
relics as wo are seeking, but we must 
hunt for them, just as a miner hunts 
for metal. 
The animals, which are 
chiefly water 
dinosaurs, when 
they 
died were preyed upon by carnivorous 
dinosaurs. These latter scattered the 
bones of their prey, and often 
the 
water that flowed over tin* carcass aud 
eventually formed the rock formation 
around it further disturbed tin* bones. 
So, you see, fossil remains occur iu 
veins aud leads. Having once found a

Some Interesting Discoveries Re­ 
cently Made In Wyoming.

in 
charge of the geological department 
of Columbia university aud connected 
with the American Museum of Na­ 
tional History In New York, arrived in 
Denver recently from the fossil fields 
at Aurora, Wy. Professor Osborne is 
in charge of the work at that place 
which is tieing carried on under the 
direction of the American Museum of 
Natural History, says the Deuver Re­ 
publica ti. 
“This is our eighth season at the 
work,” he said the other afternoon, 
“and it lins been our best. 
We have 
discovered 
many 
valuable skeletons 
and a large quantity of miscellaneous 
bones. 
We are In search chiefly of 
dinosaur fossil remains, and the quar­ 
ries in which we have been working 
have proved rich iu just the specimens 
that we sought. Two years ago we 
began work in digging out a large 
skeleton, which turned out to lie half 
complete. It was about 70 feet long. 
This year we have completed the ex­ 
cavation of a skeleton winch lacks but 
little of being absolutely perfect. 
The 
head, some of the vertebrae of the 
neck aud one or two bones of the fore 
limbs are missing. By comparison of 
the femurs of both skeletons we have 
proved that the animals were of the 
same size. We will be able to combine 
botli and then will have a fossil skel­ 
eton complete, except the head and 
seven of the vertebrae. The most re­ 
cent discovery in our quarries was a 
small head of a dinosaur. Unfortu­ 
nately it belongs to an animal much 
smaller than those whose skeletons we 
have just found. 
“The bead is interesting on account 
of its small proportions. It is barely 18 
Inches long aud ti foot wide. 
When 
you remember that tin* body to which 
it belonged was .”>0 feet long, a t least, 
and almost as high, you get an idea of 
tin* snakelike smallness of the head. 
The problem that it presents is how 
did the animal get its food in sulbeient 
quantities to support such an immense 
f r a m e ? 
No 
animal that cliched its 
food could possibly nourish itself with 
such a sin,all mouth. The few teeth 
and 
the 
unworn eondition of them 
prove that the animal did not chew. 
It is probable that it lived on extrem e­ 
ly soft and nourishing water plants 
which it rootiai out with its spadelike 
head and swallowed whole.

Au entire series t i. new notes is to 
lie issue*! by tin* treasury depart mon t 
at W ashington anil * ;i 11* *<I the issue of 
The new autos will replace the 
old ones of the denom inations of $1, 
$2, $r>, $10, $50, $Km» aud $.*>00. 
While 
it has become custom ary for every ad­ 
m inistration to leave its imprint on 
the currency of the uatiou by m aking 
a new issue of notes, which custom is 
being adhered to by the present ad­ 
m inistration, it is intended in this case 
that the currency shall be greatly sim ­ 
plified by the issue of 1809, says the 
New York Sun. 
Prior to this year each one of the 
three kinds of notes, legal tenders or 
greenbacks, 
silver 
certificates 
aud 
treasury or coin notes, had a separate 
plate aud design for each denom ina­ 
tion. As a result for the denom ina­ 
tions from $1 to $r>00 there were eight 
different notes for the greenbacks, 
eight for the silver certificates and 
eight for the treasury notes. 
It is now proposed to simplify the 
currency by having lait eight designs, 
one for each denomination, and ditt'er-

entiating betw een the silver certificate 
and the greenback, or between the 
green back aud the treasury note, by 
the printing on the notes. 
All th at the 
public is at present interested in is the 
denomination of the note. 
It w ants to 
be *ure that a note purporting to be a 
$."» note is really a $5 note aud not one 
raised from a $1 note. With 24 different 
Lutes, or three for each denomination, 
tie average man finds it very hard to 
remember tho general appearance of a 
Lute of any one denomination, aud 
thus it is skillfully raising the fig­ 
ures on a note it can be passed suc­ 
cessfully for a note of higher denomi­ 
nation, as most persons are unfam iliar 
with the character of the notes of any 
specific denomination. And when these 
24 notes are multiplied by tile different 
adm inistrations it gives a bewildering 
\ariety. 
Secretary Gage therefore hopes by 
replacing the present issue by a new 
one, with only eight different forms of 
notes instead of 24, th at the currency 
will be simplified to th at extent and 
the people protected to a further de­ 
gree against counterfeiters. 
One dol­ 
lar notes of the new Jssue are being 
printed, and plates for the new $2 notes 
are being prepared. 
Designs for the 
new fives w ere subm itted to the depart­ 
ment the other day by the bureau of 
engraving aud printing. At the depart­ 
ment such designs are carefully exam ­ 
ined, not only from a standpoint of 
beauty, but also from th at of utility. 
The question of the beauty of the 
design is decided by Secretary Gage 
aud as to tile desirability of Hie design 
by the secret service officials. Experts 
in the secret service give their opinions 
as to whether the proposed design is 
or is not easy 
to 
counterfeit, and 
changes are often made on their recom- 
nic ndation. Two designs for the 8.” sil­ 
ver certificates were before the de- 
I artm ent a few days ago. One bearing 
the head of Hamilton was rejected. 
rJ Lie design which will be taken bears 
the head of Washington, which, how­ 
ever, will be replaced by another por­ 
trait in the finished design, its th** 
•he head of Washington has appeared 
on $1 notes so long that it lins become 
identified with that denomination. 
Its 
•’ esence on the new lives would also 
an aid to the counterfeiters in rais­ 
es 81 notes to fives. 
In the new issue the engraving c*»rv 
hi ins more open work than in any of 
the old notes, 
It was argued ilia! 
taere was no reason for the govern- 
h vin to adopt a distinctive palier for 
’ * money and then to cover it with 
^ g ra v in g to such an extent as to 
hide the character of the paper. 
I he 
designs for the new notes will there­ 
fore be prepared so as to leave open 
spaces at each end of the note where 
the lines of silk thread in the paper 
can be seen distinctly. While this la 


uot an absolute precaution against 
counterfeiting, it helps very materially 
to protect the public, for. although 
counterfeiters will take the risk of 
m anufacturing this paper, they can 
only make very small quantities nj a 
time, ami the paper m anufacturers 
will have nothing to do with it. as 
having such paper in one's possession, 
even though perfectly plain, makes 
the possessor liable to a sentence of lo 
years in the penitentiary. 
On the face of the new 80 uote will 
appear a portrait, flanked on either 
9ide by an allegorical figure. 
To the 
right of the present design appears 
tin* figure of a man, nude but for the 
cloth about his loins, partly reclining 
and apparently engaged in reading a 
scroll. 
To the left is the figure of 
another 
man, 
also 
semirecumbent, 
with his right hand at his left side as 
though in the aet of draw ing a sword. 
Ib is figure, which is supposed to rep­ 
resent an old frontiersm an, shows a 
man naked to the w aist aud his legs 
clothed in ’ deerskin trousers, fringed 
to the knee aud bound with thongs 
from the knee to the foot. On his head 
Is a coonskin cap. 
Au incongruity lies 
in the fact that the old frontiersm an 
is wearing a pair of Roman sandals, 
tu t this part of the design will proba­ 
bly lie altered.

In order to render the character of 
the uotes easily distinguishable, the 
numbers, the seal aud the Roman 
num erals, V, X, L, etc., will be printed 
in a different color for each class of 
notes. 
For instance, the silver certifi­ 
cates will have the num ber and seal 
in red, the treasury notes in blue and 
tho greenbacks in brown or black. The 
colors have not been fixed its yet. 
Ry 
this means bank cashiers will be able 
to separate the notes rapidly into 
greenbacks, 
silver 
certificates 
and 
treasury notes without looking at the 
wording of tin* notes. 


FUTURE OYSTER FISHING. 


S u b m a r i n e B o a t s W i l l M a k e t h e B i ­ 
v a l v e M ore Acceptable. 
The subm arine boat will revolution­ 
ize the oyster industry. W hen in Chesa­ 
peake bay cruising, the old A rgonaut 
frequently settled down on oyster beds 
and, witli the permission of the owners, 
procured all the oysters desired by 
reaching down through the sea door. 
The new A rgonaut can employ this 
method of gathering oysters, rising to 
the surface when her diving room is 
full, or send out divers, who can place 
the oysters collected in buckets or re­ 
ceptacles, which those on the surface 
can haul up. W hen bays and rivers are 
frozen over and oystermen cannot ply 
their trade, the A rgonaut can go under 
the ice, says L ippincott’s Magazine. 
Fishing can also be carried on easily on 
the bottom w ith nets, for the fish have 
no fear of the object they evidently 
consider a whale and swim from every 
direction tow ard the glare of the elec­ 
tric lights shining through the porta 
Sjionge fishing will engage the atten ­ 
tion of the first successful subm arine 
voyagers. 
Good sponges are becoming 
dearer, for the supply in shallow w ater 
is running short. The divers cannot go 
deeper than 25 feet, and the sponges are 
found in deep water. 
To this deep w a­ 
ter the A rgonaut will go and gathering 
the finest sponges put them on the m ar­ 
ket at a price no greater than th at paid 
for the common varieties. She will also 
try pearl fishing, now conducted at an 
enormous expense of life, for by a 
strange freak of nature pearl oysters 
are generally found in localities where 
bad weather prevails and hurricanes 
and typhoons are frequent. 
These the 
Argonaut, u n d e r water, need not fear, 
and her divers, instead of gathering up 
the oysters by the single handful, can 
gather them by the bushel.

WEALTH IN ITS TIMBER. 


Lumbermen Attracted 
to 
the 
Philippine Archipelago. 


SEVERAL MAY GO TE OM THE WEST. 


P r o s p e c t T h a t A m e r i c a n C a p i t a l W i l l 
Soou Be E m p l o y e d In D e v e l o p i n g 
t h e T i m b e r I n d n a t r y —G reat E x t e n t 
a n d \ a r l e t y o f H ard W o o d * In th e 
Inland*. 


Many letters have been received in 
M anila from capitalists and lumbermen 
in the I nited States proving the inter­ 
est taken in the tim ber wealth of the 
Philippines and showing that as soon as 
the insurrection is quelled and the new 
era begins in the island^the lumber in­ 
dustry will be among the first to be 
taken hold of, says the M anila corre­ 
spondent of the Chicago Tribune. Sev­ 
eral lumbermen from the western states 
have already w ritten their intentions 
of coining to the Philippines, but it can 
hardly be expected th at the trade can 
be opened on a large scale until grants 
can be secured to tim ber lands and 
workmen secured, both of which the 
w ar prevents, as it Aloes the peaceable 
possession of land not occupied by 
U nited States troops. 
Some lum berm en from Oregon who 
have been in M anila investigating the 
conditions of tile industry are skeptical 
as to w hether it will ever take rank 
w ith the other great industries of the 
island, such as the production of sugar, 
hemp and tobacco. 
They say that the 
scarcity of reliable labor and the tre ­ 
mendous cost of getting tho tim ber to 
m arket will bo likely to shut off any 
profits. 
B ut other experts claim that 
these men have overlooked the fact that 
tho situation will bo radically different 
in every branch of industry aftA*r the 
U nited States has taken full possession 
in the Philippines. 
There will be a greater incentive for 
people to labor, as they will be sure of 
their wages arid secure in their posses­ 
sion and free from heavy tax burdens. 
There will also bo an im m igration of 
reliable labor from the States, A ustralia 
aud Europe. Tho heavy tax laid by the 
Spaniards 
on tim ber when it was 
brought into m arket and which is still 
collected by tho U nited States will be 
removed Tile heavy tariffs on m ill ma 
chinery which are still assessed at the 
Manila custom house will be taken oil 
or lightened by the next congress, which 
will have the revision of the customs 
duties at Manila. Railroads are sure to 
be built on tin* more im portant islands 
and through tho best lum ber districts 
of Luzon and will greatly cheapen the 
cost of bringing the lum ber to m arket 
Besides this the various woods of the 
Philippines, which are but little known 
in the United States or Europe, are 
bound after their wonderful properties 
are known to become vastly popular. 
B ut even w ithout the m arkets of the 
States or Europe a splendid m arket for 
the tim ber grown in the islands, espe­ 
cially tile hun! woods, will be found in 
the orient, Japan, China and the Eng­ 
lish colonies in the far east being capa­ 
ble of consuming a tremendous quan­ 
tity of the tim ber products of the Phil­ 
ippines. 
The trade is little developed. 
The present price of the hard wflods 
in assorted lots. as ie the custom in Ma­ 
nila, is OO cents per cubic foot. 
The 
average price before the w ar was 50 
cents. 
Sometimes, when certain vari­ 
eties especially needed did not come in 
rapidly enough, its value rose rapidly, 
and frequently in the past cedar needed 
for cigar boxes was quoted at $2 or $8 
per cubic foot. 
The average price of 
cedar was 70 cents per cubic f*>ot. 
The 
transportation of squared logs from 
southern provinces to Manila costs 20 
cents a cubic foot. 
Concessions were 
given free by the Spanish government 
to cut lumber on the crown lands, but 
duty had to be paid and is still paid 
before exporting the lumber. This duty 
is l l cents per IOO kilos squared lum ­ 
ber, 55 cunts per cubic m eter for cut 
boards and 40 cunts per 1,000 for staves. 
There seems to be no lim it to either 
the variety or the quantity of valuable 
tim ber in the islands. 
There are hun­ 
dreds of islands in the Philippines wTith 
thousands of miles of virgin forest su it­ 
able for every purpose to winch tim ber 
has ever been put. 
There are over 50 
varieties of hard wood, almost every 
species of which is practically unknown 
in the United States. Among the costly 
woods are sa pan wood, ebony and m a­ 
hogany 
Charles Graham has a collec­ 
tion of 130 species of woods collected 
during tho Spanish regime. 
Some of 
these are as light as cork and others so 
heavy they sink like iron in w ater 
A bola knife taken from an insurgent 
by an American soldier is made of a 
heavy black wood that seems as hard as 
steel. 
Mojave, which gives logs up to 
35 feet long by 24 inches square, is one 
of the most valuable of the hard woods 
It is equally impervious to w ater, iii 
sects and clim ate 
In fact, it is said to 
be practically everlasting and is unsur 
passed for such purposes as railroad ties 
and shipbuilding, for piers and wharfs. 
B atitinan gives logs up to 40 feet and 
possesses the same qualities as teak, for 
which it would ne an e.u-. dent sn bat i 
tute. 
Antipolo i* another wood that 
defies tile effects o f water and climate 
and does not warp and ii u fed for ves 
eels. 
Gnijo is n-ed for carriage shafts 
and wheels, ital and cm re/ -ch: r >uv h*»ve 


Hie same good qualities as molave. ex 
cept resistance to sea worms, and betis 
and araranga. that give logs up to 75 
feet long, are especially used for wharfs 
and 
sea pilings, as they are proof 
against w ater and sea worms. Tindalo, 
supa and acle are strong, tenacious and 
durable, resist fire and take a high pol­ 
ish. They are u*ed for house decorations 
aud furniture 
The principal trade has 
been in cedar, dinglas, batitinan, ca­ 
magon. guio, npjrra, antipolo, molave. 
dnngons. 
betis, 
malabouga, 
manga*

An out ire series; i£ now notes is to 
lie issue I by the tivdsur.v ilepartnieut 
jt Washington nn*l <;iii<><l the issue of 
ISPH. The new notes will uqilace the 
c,l(l ones of tin* iluiiouimti lions of Jfl, 
$r>, $10, $*>0, $100 ami Shoo. 
While 
it has heroine customary for every ad­ 
ministration to leave Its imprint on 
the currency of the nation by making 
a new issue of notes, which custom is 
being adhered to by the present ad­ 
mi inistratiou, it is intended in this case 
that the currency shall be greatly sim­ 
plified by the issue of I SWI, says the 
New York Sun. 
Prior to this year each one of the 
three kinds of notes, legal tenders or 
greenbacks, 
silver 
certificates 
aud 
treasury or coin notes, had a separate 
plate aud design for each denomina­ 
tion. As a result for the denomina­ 
tions from SI to $r»<x) there were eight 
different notes for the greenbacks, 
eight for the silver certificates and 
eight for the treasury notes. 
It is now proposed to simplify the 
currency by having lint eight designs, 
one for each denomination, aud differ- 


8ECRETARY GAGE, 
enlisting between the silver certificate 
and the greenback, or between tile 
green back aud the treasury note, by 
the printing on the notes. 
All that the 
public is at present interested iii is the 
denomination of the note. 
It wants to 
be ‘-are that a note purporting to be a 
$f> note is really a $5 note and not one 
raised from a $1 note. With lit different 
notes, or three for each denomination, 
the average man finds it very hard to 
remember flu* general appearance of a 
note of any one denomination, and 
thus it is skillfully raising Hie fig­ 
ures on a note it can be passed suc­ 
cessfully for a note of higher denomi­ 
nation, as most persons are unfamiliar 
with the character of the notes of any 
specific denomination. And when these 
114 notes are multiplied by the different 
administrations it gives a bewildering 
variety. 
Secretary Cage therefore hopes by 
replacing the present issue by a new 
one, with only eight different forms of 
notes instead of 24, that the currency 
will be simplified to that extent and 
the people protected to a further de­ 
gree against counterfeiters. 
One dol­ 
lar notes of the new Jssuo .are being 
printed, and plates for the new $2 notes 
are being prepared. 
Designs for the 
new fives were submitted to the depart­ 
ment the other day by the bureau of 
engraving and printing. At the depart­ 
ment such designs are carefully exam­ 
ined, not only from a standpoint of 
beauty, but also from that of utility. 
The Q u e s t io n 
o f the beauty of tho 
design i s decided by Secretary Gage 
and as t o the desirability o f the design 
by the secret service officials. Experts 
in Hie secret service give their opinions 
as to whether the proposed design is 
cr is 
n o t easy 
to 
counterfeit, and 
changes are often made on their recom­ 
mendation. Two designs for the S.” sil­ 
ver certificates were before the de­ 
partment a few days ago. One bearing 
the head of Hamilton was rejected. 
J he design which wid be taken bears 
the head of Washington, which, how­ 
ever, will be replaced by another por­ 
trait. in the finished design, as the 
the head of Washington has appeared 
on $1 notes so long that it lias become 
identified with that denomination. 
Its 
presence on the new fives would also 
be an aid to the counterfeiters in rais- 
•«£ si notes to fives. 
in the new issue the engraving con 
tains more open work than iii any or 
the old notes. 
It was argued that 
tuere was no reason for the govern ­ 
ment to adopt a distinctive imper for 
> money and then to cover it with 
engraving to such an extent as to 
bide the character of the paper. 
I he 
designs for the new notes will there­ 
to re be prepared so as to leave open 
spaces at each end of the note where 
the lines of silk thread in the paper 
can fie seen distinctly. 
While this la 


uot 
nil absolute precaution against 
counterfeiting, it helps very materially 
to protect the public, for, although 
counterfeiters will take the risk of 
manufacturing this paper, they eau 
only make very small quantities a J a 
time, aud the paper manufacturers 
will have nothing to do with it. as 
having such paper in one’s possession, 
even though perfectly plain, makes 
the possessor liable to a sentence of 15 
years in tin* penitentiary. 
(‘ii th.* fare of the new $5 note will 
ap pear a portrait. Hanked on either 
side by an allegorical figure. 
To the 
right of the present design appears 
tie* figure of a man. nude but for the 
cloth about his loins, partly reclining 
and apparently engaged in reading a 
Scroll. 
To the left is the figure of 
aunt her 
man, 
also 
semireeuinbent, 
with his right hand at his left side aa 
though in the aet of drawing a sword. 
Ib is figure, which is supposed to rep­ 
resent an old frontiersman, shows a 
man naked to the waist and his legs 
clothed in* deerskin trousers, fringed 
to the knee aud bound with thongs 
from the knee to tin* foot, (in his head 
Is a coonskin cap. 
Au incongruity bes 
in tin* fact that the old frontiersman 
is wearing a pair of Roman sandals, 
lait this part of the design will proba­ 
bly be altered. 
The figures are sup­ 
posed to typify the warrior and the 
student. 
Under the picture will bo printed 
the character of the note, silver cer­ 
tificate, legal tender, etc. 
Iii each of 
the upper corners is a figure 5 and in 
each of the lower corners a smaller-^ as to whether 
figure 5, each one being surrounded 
with lathe work. 
To the right of tie* 
center the treasury’s scalloped seal 
will appear and to the left a largo V. 
The character of the notes of the new 
issues is to be told from the color 
of the seal, of the number and of the 
figure, V, X, L, et?. 
Iii order to render the character of 
the notes easily distinguishable, the 
numbers, the seal and the Roman 
numerals, V, X, L, etc., will be printed 
in a different color for each class of 
notes. 
For instance, the silver certifi­ 
cates will have the number and seal 
iu red, the treasury notes in blue and 
the greenbacks iii brown or black. The 
colors have not been fixed as yet. 
By 
this means hank cashiers will be able 
to separate the notes rapidly into 
greenbacks, 
silver 
certificates 
and 
treasury notes without looking at the 
wording of the notes.

FUTURE O Y S T E R FISHING. 


S u b m a r i n e B o a t s W i l l M a k e t h e B i ­ 
v a l v e More Accendible. 
The submarine boat will revolution­ 
ize the oyster industry. When in Chesa­ 
peake bay cruising, the old Argonaut 
frequently settled down on oyster beds 
and, with the permission of the owners, 
procured 
all the oysters desired by 
reaching down through the sea door. 
Tile new Argonaut can employ this 
method of gathering oysters, rising to 
the surface when lier diving room is 
full, or send out divers, who can place 
the oysters collected in buckets or re­ 
ceptacles, which those on the surface 
can haul up. When bays and rivers are 
frozen over and oystermen cannot ply 
their trade, the Argonaut can go under 
the ice, says Lippincott’s Magazine. 
Fishing can also be carried on easily on 
the bottom with nets, for the fish have 
no fear of the object they evidently 
consider a whale and swim from every 
direction toward the glare of the elec­ 
tric lights shilling through the porta 
Sponge fishing will engage the atten­ 
tion of the first successful submarine 
voyagers. 
Good sponges are becoming 
dearer, for the supply in shallow water 
is running short. The divers cannot go 
deeper than 25 feet, and the sponges are 
found in deep water. 
To this deep w a­ 
ter the Argonaut will go and gathering 
the finest sponges put them on the m ar­ 
ket at a price no greater than that paid 
for the common varietiea She will also 
try pearl fishing, now conducted at an 
enormous expense of life, for by a 
strange freak of nature pearl oysters 
are generally found in localities where 
bad weather prevails and hurricanes 
and typhoons are frequent. 
These the 
Argonaut, under water, need not fear, 
and her divers, instead of gathering up 
the oysters by tile single handful, can 
gather them by the bushel.

Many letters have been received iii 
Manila from capitalists and lumbermen 
in the United States proving the inter­ 
e s t taken in the timber wealth of the 
Philippines and showing that as soon as 
the insurrection is quelled and the new 
era begins in the isla m ic ho lumber in­ 
dustry will be among the first to tie 
taken hold of, says the Manila corre­ 
spondent of the Chicago Tribune. Sev­ 
eral lumbermen from the western states 
have already written their intentions 
of coming to the Philippines, but it can 
hardly be expected that the trade can 
be opened on a large scale until grants 
can bo secured to timber lands and 
workmen scoured, both of which the 
war prevents, as it does the peaceable 
possession of land not occupied by 
United States troops. 
Some lumbermen from Oregon who 
have been in Manila investigating the 
conditions of the industry are skeptical 
it will ever take rank 
with tho otli'-r great industries of the 
island, such us tho production of sugar, 
hemp and tobacco. 
They say that the 
scarcity of reliable labor and the tre­ 
mendous cost of getting tho timber to 
market will bo likely to shut off any 
profits. 
Rut other experts claim that 
these men have overlooked the fact that 
tho situation will bo radically different 
in every branch of industry after the 
United States has taken full possession 
in the Philippines. 
There will bo a greater incentive for 
people to labor, as they will be sure of 
their wages and secure in their posses­ 
sion and frigs from heavy tax burdens. 
There will also bo an immigration of 
reliable labor from the States. Australia 
aud Europe. Tho heavy tax laid by the 
Spaniards 
on timber when it was 
brought into market and which is still 
collected by the United States will be 
removed. The heavy tariffs «>11 mill ma 
chinery which are still assessed at the 
Manila custom house will be taken off 
or lightened by the next congress, which 
will have the revision of the customs 
duties at Manila. Railroads are sure to 
be built on the more important islands 
and through tho hest lumber districts 
of Luzon and will greatly cheapen the 
cost of bringing the lumber to market 
Besides this the various woods of the 
Philippines, which are but little known 
in the United States or Europe, are 
bound after their wonderful properties 
are known to become vastly popular. 
But even without the markets of the 
States or Europe a splendid market for 
the timber grown in the islands, espe­ 
cially the hard woods, will be found in 
the orient, Japan, China and the Eng­ 
lish colonies iii the far east being calla­ 
ble of consuming a tremendous quan­ 
tity of the timber products of the Phil­ 
ippines. 
The trade is little developed. 
The present price of the hard wflbds 
in assorted lots, as ie the custom iii Ma­ 
nila, is Ob cents per cubic foot. 
The 
average price before the war was 50 
cents. 
Sometimes, when certain vari­ 
eties especially needed did not come iii 
rapidly enough, its value rose rapidly, 
and frequently in the past cedar needed 
for cigar boxes was quoted at #2 or $8 
per cubic foot. 
The average price of 
cedar was 70 cents per cubic foot. 
The 
transportation of squared logs from 
southern provinces to Manila costs 20 
cents a cubic foot. 
Concessions were 
given free by the Spanish government 
to cut lumber on the crown lards, but 
duty had to be paid and is still paid 
before exporting the lumber. This duty 
is l l cents per IOO kilos squared lum­ 
ber, 55 cents per cubic meter for cut 
boards and 40 cents per 1,000 for staves. 
There seems to be no limit to either 
the variety or the quantity of valuable 
timber in the islands. 
There are hun­ 
dreds of islands iii the Philippines with 
thousands of miles of virgin forest suit­ 
able for every p u r in e to which timber 
has ever been put. 
There are over 50 
varieties of hard wood, almost every 
species of which is practically unknown 
in the United States. Among the costly 
woods are sa pan wood, ebony and ma­ 
hogany 
diaries Graham has a collec­ 
tion of 130 species of woods collected 
during tho Spanish regime. 
Some of 
these are as light as cork and others so 
heavy they sink like iron iii water 
A bola knife taken from an insurgent 
ny an American soldier is made of a 
heavy black wood that seems as hard as 
steel. 
Molave, which gives logs up to 
35 feet long by 24 inches square, is one 
of the most valuable of the hard woods 
It is equally impervious to water, in 
sects and climate 
In fact, it is said to 
be practically everlasting and is ansar 
passed for such purposes as railroad ties 
and shipbuilding, for piers and wharfs. 
Batitinan gives logs up to 40 feet and 
possesses the same qualities as teak, for 
which it would l e a n excellent substi 
tate.

“ Council should do a little investigat­ 
ing before they award the contract for 
disposing of the garbage to a private 
corporation. 
“ The franchise is too valuable a oue to 
be given away by the city, and if there

Youngstown, 
Martin’s 
Ferry and a number of other cities and 
have their own furnace. Canton is in the 
same fix as East Liverpool but the coun­ 
cil of that city didn’t for a moment 
think of awarding the franchise to a 
private corporation but are now making 
arrangements to build their own fur­ 
nace. 
“ In Youngstown and McKeesport the 
Dixon system is in use and has been 
highly successful aud the furnaces are 
almost self sustaining as all the expense 
attached to operate them is the coal and 
oue mau at the furnace. 
The furnaces 
can be built for not more than $4,000 
and it can be readily seen that it is a 
paying investment to a private corpora­ 
tion. 
If the council will take the j 
trouble to secure statistics from cities 
operating their own furnaces they will 
readily find out whv it is the head mau 
of the Sanitary Reduction company is 
so anxious to get a contract that In- will 
resign his position as clerk of the board 
of health in order that he may do busi­ 
ness with council. 
“ Another feature to be deplored in a 
private company is that if the service 
is not good the city is compelled to grin | 
and hear, while if the city owns the 
furnace it will be placed iii care of the 
board of health, aud if they don’t do 
their duty well the council can at any 
time remove the board. 
The garbage is 
hauled to the city furnaces by private 
haulers, and the health officers or sam- 
1 tary policeman can at any time compel 
citizens to have the garbage taken to 
th© furnace. 
“The council should not go at this 
matter blind and the ordinance when it 
reaches its third reading should be laid 
over as the day for giving away valu­ 
able franchises like this one has passed. 
The only practical way to get rid of the 
garbage is for tile city to advertise for 
bids for building the furnace aud to take 
the matter in their own hands. 
“ Another feature of the city owning 


t h e furnace is the fact that it will not

s t the taxpayers uear as much in the 
long run to build a furnace as it will to 
pay the rates charged by a private con­ 
cern.

In charge of the work at that place 
which is being carried on tinder the 
direction of the American Museum of 
Natural H istory, s a y s the Denver R e­ 
publica n. 
“T his is our eighth season at the 
work,” lie said the other afternoon, 
“and it lias been our best. 
We have 
discovered 
many 
valuable skeletons 
aud a large quantity o f m iscellaneous 
bones. 
We are in search chiefly of 
dinosaur fossil remains, and the quar­ 
ries in which we have been working 
have proved rich iu just the specim ens 
that w e sought. T w o years ago we 
began work in digging out a large 
s k e le to n , which t u r n e d out to lie lift lf 
Complete, 
It was about 70 feet long. 
This year we have com pleted Hie e x ­ 
cavation of a skeleton winch lacks but 
little of I lei n g absolutely perfect. 
The 
head, som e of the* vertebrae of the 
neck aud one or tw o bones of tile fore 
lim bs are missing. 
By comparison of 
the fem urs of both skeletons we have 
proved that the anim als were of the 
s a m e size. 
We will lie able to com bine 
boti) aud then will have a fossil sk el­ 
eton com plete, except the head and 
seven o f tin* vertebrae.

An entire series t i. new notes is to 
be issued by the treasury departm ent 
at Washington and called the issue of 
l£99. The new notes will replace the 
old ones of tin* deuominnlions of $1, 
$2, $•", $10, $50, $100 aud $500. 
While 
it has become customary for every ad­ 
ministration to leave its imprint on 
the currency of tin1 nation by making 
a new issue of notes, which custom is 
being adhered to by the present ad­ 
ministration, it is intended iu this case 
that the currency shall be greatly sim­ 
plified by the issue of 1899, says the 
New York Sun. 
Prior to this year each one of the 
three kinds of notes, legal tenders or 
greenbacks, 
silver 
certificates 
ami 
treasury or coin notes, had a separate 
plate aud design for each denomina­ 
tion. As a result for the denomina­ 
tions from $1 to $500 there were eight 
different 
notes for the greenbacks, 
eight for the silver certificates and 
eight for the treasury notes. 
It is now proposed to simplify tile 
currency by having but eight designs, 
one for each denomination, and differ* 


juot 
an absolute precaution against 
counterfeiting, it helps very materially 
I to protect the public, for. although 
counterfeiters will take the risk of 
manufacturing this paper, they eau 
only make very small quantities nj a 
time, aud the paper manufacturers 
will have nothing to do with it. as 
ha\ ing such paper in one’s possession, 
even though perfectly plain, makes 
the possessor liable to a sentence of 15 
years in the penitentiary. 
On til.* face of the new $5 uote will 
appear u portrait, flanked on either 
side by an allegorical figure. 
To the 
right of the present design appears 
tin* figure of a man, nude but for the 
Cloth a I lout ins Joins, partly reclining 
and apparently engaged in reading a 
scroll. 
To the left is the figure of

man,

Iii order to render the character of 
tile notes easily distinguishable, the 
numbers, the seal aud tin* Homan 
numerals, V, X, I,, etc., will be priuted 
in a different color for each class of 
notes. 
For instance, tile silver certifi­ 
cates will have the number and seal 
in red, the treasury notes in blue and 
the greenbacks in brown or black. The 
colors have not been fixed as yet.

entiating between the silver certificate 
and the greenback, or between the 
green back and the treasury note, by 
the printing on the notes. 
All that the 
public is at present interested in is the 
denomination of the note. 
It wants to 
be sure that a note purporting to he a 
$5 uote is really a $5 note aud not one 
raised from a $1 note. With 24 different 
cotes, or three for each denomination, 
the average man finds It very hard to 
remember tin* general appearance of a 
note of any one denomination, and 
thus it is skillfully raising the fig­ 
ures on a note it can he passed suc­ 
cessfully for a note of higher denomi­ 
nation, as most persons are unfamiliar 
with the character of the notes of any 
specific denomination. And when these 
24 notes are multiplied by the different 
administrations it gives a bewildering 
variety. 
Secretary Gage therefore hopes by 
replacing the present Issue by a new 
one, with only eight different forms of 
notes instead of 24, that the currency 
will be simplified to that extent and 
the people protected to a further de­ 
gree against counterfeiters. 
One dol­ 
lar notes of tile new Jssito art* being 
printed, and plates for the new $2 notes 
are being prepared. 
Designs for the 
new fives were submitted to the depart­ 
ment the other day by the bureau of 
engraving and printing. At the depart­ 
ment such designs are carefully exam ­ 
ined. not only from a standpoint of 
beauty, but also from that of utility. 
The question of the beauty of the 
design is decided by Secretary Gage 
and as to the desirability of the design 
by the secret service officials. Experts

mendation, Two designs for tin* 85 sil­ 
ver certificates were before the de- 
I artm ent a few days ago. One bearing 
th© head of Hamilton was rejected, 
i he design which wid is* token bears 
the head of Washington, which, how­ 
ever! will be replaced by another por­ 
trait in the finished design, as the 
the head of W ashington has appeared 
on $1 uotes so long that it has become 
identified with that denomination, 
its

be an aid to the counterfeiters in rais­ 
ing $1 notes to fives. 
in the new Issue the engraving con 
thins more open work than in any of 
the old notes. 
It was argued that 
there was no reason for the govern­ 
ment to adopt a distinctive palter for 
money and then to cover it with 
engraving to such an extent as to 
I*.de the character of the paper.

Many letters have been received in 
Manila from capitalists and lumbermen 
in the United States proving the inter 
est taken in the timber wealth of the 
Philippines and showing that as soon as 
the insurrection is quelled and the new 
era begins in the islandtNthe lumber in 
dustry will be among the first to be 
taken hold of, says the Manila corre­ 
spondent of the Chicago Tribuna Sev 
elal lumbermen from the western states 
have already written their in te n tio n s 
of coming to the Philippines, but it can 
hardly be expected that the trade can 
be opened on a large scale until grants 
can be secured to timber lands and 
workmen secured, both of which the 
war prevents, as it does the peaceable 
possession of land not occupied by 
United States troops. 
Some lumbermen from Oregon who 
have been in Manila investigating the 
conditions of tile industry are skeptical 
as to whether it will ever take rank 
with the other great industries of the 
island, such as the production of sugar, 
hemp and tobacco. 
They say that the 
scarcity of reliable labor and the tre­ 
mendous cost, of getting tho timber to 
market will bo likely to shut off any 
profits. 
But other experts claim that 
these in**n have overlooked the fact that 
tho situation will be radically different 
in every branch of industry after the 
United States has taken full possession 
in tho Philippines. 
Th ere will ho a greater incentive for 
people to labor, as they xviii be sure of 
their wages and secure in their posses­ 
sion and frat* from heavy tax burdens 
There will also ho an immigration of 
reliable labor from the States, Australia 
aud Europe. Tile heavy tax laid by the 
Spaniards 
on timber when it was 
brought into market and which is still 
collected by the United States will Im* 
removed. The heavy tariffs on mill ma 
chinery which are still assessed at the 
Manila custom house will be taken oil 
or lightened by the next congress, which 
will have the revision of the customs 
duties at Manila. Railroads are sure to 
lie built on th** more important islands 
and through the best lumber districts 
of Luzon and will greatly cheapen the 
cost of bringing the lumber to market 
Besides this the various woods of the 
Philippines, which are but little known 
in the United State* or Europe, are 
; bound after their wonderful properties 
are known to Im-rome vastly popular. 
But even without the markets of the 
States or Europe a Splendid market for 
the timber grown in the islands, esja*- 
cially tin? hard woods, will Im* found in 
the orient. Japan, China and the Eng­ 
lish colonies iii the far east being capa­ 
ble of consuming a tremendous quam 
tity of the tin ie r products of the Phil­ 
ippine*.
